On April 9, 2013, six bids were received for the Discovery Bay Belt Press Number 3 Installation Project. The bid table is
attached. GSE was the lowest responsible bidder with a bid amount of $168,052.00. It should be noted that of the six bidders,
three of the bids were separated by $2,848.00.

This project is a part of the larger Bio Solids Improvement Project, and is identified in the Wastewater Master Plan. The Board
previously authorized the project by adoption of the FY 2011-12 and FY 2012-13 Capital Improvement Program Budgets.

Executive Summary

Well No. 4 has been inactive since the mid 1990’s and is presently offline. Well No. 4 was operational for a short period of
time after it was completed. However, as it produced almost as much sand as water it has only been used occasionally as a
monitoring well since that time. In mid January 2013, staff initiated the abandonment process for Well No. 4 by removing the
well pump and column pipe.

The Well was constructed and eventually placed offline by Delta Diablo Sanitation prior to the District's formation. We
inherited Well 4 when the CSD formed in 1998. The well is being officially abandoned pursuant to State of California Health
and Safety Code Regulations (attached). The District's ground water engineering firm, Luhdorff and Scalmanini, concurs with
that regulation. The practical reason is that the State does not want brackish water from an aquifer above leeching into the
drinking water aquifer below as the aquifer in question is the source of all of Discovery Bay'’s drinking water.

This is a specialized process and not one that most contractors are capable of performing. Consequently, Luhdorff and
Scalmanini sought bids to perform this service. There were three bidders and Roadrunner Drilling & Pump from Woodland
was the lowest responsible bidder at $29,568.00.

DIVISION 104. PART 9.5

Abandoned Excavations

115700. (a) Every person owning land in fee simple or in possession thereof under lease or contract of sale who
knowingly permits the existence on the premises of any abandoned mining shaft, pit, well, septic tank, cesspool, or
other abandoned excavation dangerous to persons legally on the premises, or to minors under the age of 12 years,
who fails to cover, fill, or fence securely that dangerous abandoned excavation and keep it so protected, is guilty of a
misdemeanor.

(b) Every person owning land in fee simple or in possession thereof under lease or contract of sale who knowingly
permits the existence on the premises of any permanently inactive well, cathodic protection well, or monitoring well
that constitutes a known or probable preferential pathway for the movement of pollutants, contaminants, or poor
quality water, from above ground to below ground, or vertical movement of pollutants, contaminants, or poor
quality water below ground, and that movement poses a threat to the quality of the waters of the state,

shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

(c) For purposes of this section, "well" includes any of the following:

(1) A "monitoring well" as defined by Section 13712 of the Water Code.

(2) A "cathodic well" as defined by Section 13711 of the Water Code.

(3) A "water well" as defined by Section 13710 of the Water Code.

(d) A "permanently inactive well" is a well that has not been used for a period of one year, unless the person owning
land in fee simple or in possession thereof under lease or contract of sale demonstrates an intent for future use for
water supply, groundwater recharge, drainage, or groundwater level control, heating or cooling, cathodic protection,
groundwater monitoring, or related uses. A well owner shall provide evidence to the local health officer of an intent
for future use of an inactive well by maintaining the well in a way that the following requirements are met:

(1) The well shall not allow impairment of the quality of water within the well and groundwater encountered by the
well.

(2) The top of the well or well casing shall be provided with a cover, that is secured by a lock or by other means to
prevent its removal without the use of equipment or tools, to prevent unauthorized access, to prevent a safety hazard
to humans and animals, and to prevent illegal disposal of wastes in the well. The cover shall be watertight where the
top of the well casing or other surface openings to the well are below ground level, as in a vault or below known
levels of flooding. The cover shall be watertight if the well is inactive for more than five consecutive years. A pump
motor, angle drive, or other surface feature of a well, when in compliance with the above

provisions, shall suffice as a cover.

(3) The well shall be marked so as to be easily visible and located, and labeled so as to be easily identified as a well.
(4) The area surrounding the well shall be kept clear of brush, debris, and waste materials.

(e) At a minimum, permanently inactive wells shall be destroyed in accordance with standards developed by the
Department of Water Resources pursuant to Section 13800 of the Water Code and adopted by the State Water
Resources Control Board or local agencies in accordance with Section 13801 of the Water Code. Minimum
standards recommended by the department and adopted by the state board or local agencies for the abandonment or
destruction of groundwater monitoring wells or class 1 hazardous injection wells shall not be construed to limit,
abridge, or supersede the powers or duties of the department, in accordance with Section 13801 of the Water Code.

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DISCUSSION/ACTION ITEMS:

a. Items Pulled from Consent
N/A

b. Sustainable Farm North of Buchanan Field _
Central Contra Costa Sanitary District (CCCSD) is looking at three (3) possible uses for
33 acres: sustainable farm, youth soccer fields and a commercial venture that may

include soil storage.

Danea Gemmel gave a brief update on CCCSD Board’s conceptual approval of all three
(3) uses; CCCSD staff has been asked to perform due diligence.

Carolyn Phinney commented:

+ Proposal was made to use 10 acres for a sustainable farm; five acres would be

used for edible products for schools and Contra Costa Food Bank.
o No intention to grow any crops that attract birds.

e Farm would have a youth component but the youth elements are proposed in
zone 4 area; away from quarry and in safest Airport Land Use Commission
(ALUC) zone area. '

o The sustainable farm that would provide a teaching opportunity and create fresh
produce for schools and the Contra Costa & Solano County Food Bank.

¢ Teachers and several elected officials strongly support the sustainable farm
concept.

AAC members expressed concern over:

o Quality of the products grown due to contamination from surrounding uses.

e The types of crops grown as some crops like lettuce and kale attract geese.

o Soccer fields would put kids in the flight path; which is a recipe for problems.

o Once you set precedence like this at the end of the runway it will/could impact the
Airport for years to come.

e (Great concept but concerned about location. Birds, wildlife, Kids, adults, etc.
encouraged on site is problematic.

e Limitations from uses will be placed back on airport.

Keith Freitas commented:
e The FAA is concerned with wildlife attractants; life cycle issue, crops may attract
rodents that would attract raptors that would then be an aviation problem.
o 90% of aircraft accidents happen within 1,000 feet from center edge of runway.

Keith recommended hiring a qualified biclogist, per FAA guidelines, who performs airport
work to review and oversee the plans; also suggested that they perform an analysis of
wildlife cycles related to airport impacts.

AAC members agreed:

o The biologist’s information would be very helpful for all parties when they
consider the proposals.
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o More specific information is also need as it relates to proposal such as density of
people, frequency, bird issues, etc.

c. AAC Appointment Status
Mike Bruno and Keith McMahon have both been reappointed.

A letter was sent to Diablo Valley College (DVC) as Janet Kaiser's term ends on March
1. Janetwill talk to the President at DVC about their representation; representatives can
only hold over 60 days.

Rudi Raab, Rich Spatz, David Pfeiffer and Tom Weber's terms end March 1, 2014.

d. Patriots Jet Team Foundation Update
Deferred to next meeting since David Rangler could not attend.

e. Facilitate Economic Development
Keith Freitas reported the Airport met its goal of funding the Emergency Reserve Fund.
He then gave an overview of Airport staff's approach to look at the Airpori's business
plan and economic viability annually.

Beth Lee gave an overview of Airport staff's ideas for retention and attraction of tenants.
Mike Bruno and Russ Roe recused themselves from the discussion and any decision.

Beth then reported on a CPl waiver that is being considered. A full program is to be
developed with various stakeholders input this year. The CPI waiver is the first step to
move the program forward as there is a timing issue. Hangar agreements are subject to
CPl increase on April 1%,

Tom Weber requested data on the hangars.

David Pfeiffer made a recommendation of a CPI waiver for a year starting April 1,
2013; that waiver could be extended up to a maximum of two (2) more years which
subject to a fair market rental valuation assessment after each year. Rudi Raab
seconded. Approved unanimously. :

California Optimization of Airspace & Procedures in the Metroplex - Early
Notification Letter
